CONGRESSIONAL DISPUTE EXPECTED 


Laos Involvement Bared 


WASHINGTON (Reuters) > 
The disclosure, after six 
years of secrecy, that former 
president’ Johnson. latunched 
an air: war ‘in ‘Laos in 1964 
which reached a peak of 500 
raids a day appears certain to 
touch off a-new dispute in 
Congress over U.S. military 
involvements: overseas. 


Diselestre of the air war 
was .contained in a partially 
censored transcript, released 
Sunday, of October hearings 
by the Senate foreign rela- 
tions subeommittee on U.S. 
commitments abroad. 


START REVEALED 


The transcripts also dis- 
closed that 200 Americans 
have been.killed in Laos since 
1961, a much higher figure 


than. the .27 deaths ack- 
nowledged by the. White 
House, 


The transcript revealed that 
the \air war launched by 
Johnson—over and above pre- 
viously ' disclosed air raids on 
the Ho Chi, Minh trail through 
Laos—began in June, 1964, 
with. air strikes to protect 
Laotian reconnaissance 
planés, and developed into 
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large-scale tactical air raids 
to, support- the royal Laotian 
government. 

The exact number of air 
raids launched was not given 
in the transcript, but defence 
and state department officials 
did not challenge a statement 
by Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.—Mo,) that 378 strikes 
were made in a single day 
late in 1965. 

Other well-informed Senate 
sources said the strikes 
reached 500 a day earlier this 
year. 

Under pressure from sena- 
tors worried that the United 
States was becoming involved 


in an another Vietnam, Presi- 
dent Nixon finally ack- 
nowledged the air strikes last 
May. He emphasized that 
they were conducted at the 
request of the Laotian 
government, but gave few 
details.

FAST COAST TRAGEDY 


Ferry, Seiner 
Sink in Storm 


NORTH SYDNEY, N.S, 


(CP) — Twelve men 


were feared lost in the sinking of two-ships in the 
storm-tossed Cabot Strait off Cape Breton today. 


The CNR ferry Patrick 
Morris, which: had sailed 
ahead of schédule in an 
attempt to find survivors 
from a sunken fishing vessel, 
later went down herself. 

Four of the. crew. of the 
ferry and the captain and 
seven crew members of. the 
seiner Enterprise are miss- 
ing. 

The 16,000-ton ferry began 
taking on water after position- 
ing herself to attempt to pick 
up either survivors or bodies 
from the fishing craft, the 
Enterprise. 

No clear. xplanation for the 
ships’ sinking was jm- 
mediately available, but 
waterfront sources here said 
the storm was’ one of the 
worst of the season. Winds up 
to 70 miles an hour, high seas 
and blinding snow were re- 
ported in the area. 

The Patrick Morris was 
carrying a crew of 51. She 
earried no passengers. 

Forty-seven of the ferry’s 
erew were missing. Names 
picked up by the German bulk- 
carrier Rhine Ore. They were 
to be taken to Port Cartier, 
Que., the Rhine Ore’s desti- 
nation. The trip was expected 
to take two days. 

The CNR said four of the 
crew were missing. names 
were withheld. 

Whetreabouts’ of Capt: 
Rolland Penney, 54-year-old 
skipper of the Patrick Morris, 
was not immediately known. 


CALL FOR HELP 

The tragedy began to unfold 
late Sunday when the 100-foot 
N ewfoundland-based herring 
seiner Enterprise got into 
trouble in the high seas about 
10 miles off the northern tip 
of Cape Breton. Her calls for 
help sent several ships to the 
area. 

The Patrick Morris, due to 
sail early today for Port aux 
Basques, Nfld., requested 
perniission to sail early to 
join the rescue effort, which 


continued throughout the 
night. 

Preliminary reports here 
indicated the Morris had 
sighted a man's body, pre- 


sumably a victim of the 
Enterprise sinking, and was 
attempting to recover it when 
@ heavy sea struck her stern. 


“ The ship's stern gates, it was 


said, had been opened to 
recover the body. 

Ships in the area reported 
high winds hampering the 
search, making any adjust- 
ment in course difficult. 

The CNR ferry Ambrose 
Shea headed in here with an 
injured stewardess. Birdie 
Cole suffered a severe head 
cut when she fell aboard ship. 

The Ambrose Shea would 
return to the search as soon 


as the stewardess was landed, 


a CN spokesman said. 

It was earlier reported. that 
the Ambrose Shea had picked 
up some of the Morris’ crew 
members, but a spokesman 


said all 47 were aboard other 
ships — most of them on the 
Rhine Ore. 

The Partick Morris carried 
a wide range of cargo — from 
potato chips to refrigerators 
— in 18 boxears. 

In Moncton, N.B., CNR 
regional Vice-President W, G. 
Macdougall said the loss of 
the Patrick Morris should not 
have any’ immediate - impact 
on the movement of freight to 
and from Newfoundland. 

The ship had been tied up 
for the last six weeks because 
she is not equipped-to 
operate in ice. Traffic was 
being handled by the other 
rail car ferry, the Frederick 
Carter, which can operate in 
ice. 

“We are starting im- 
mediately to look into the 
possibilities of obtaining an- 
other vessel to be used in the 
Newfoundland service,"’ Mac- 
dougall said.

Great 
Slave Lake and it will constitute one 
step in a program to fill the relative 
vacuum in the Far North, That 
vacuum is’ official rather than 
physical; for there is an increasing 
traffic of prospectors, oil workers, 
_supply-facilities and other commer- 
cial-activities, quite-apart-from_the 
widely publicized movements of the 
American oil tanker Manhattan on 
its experimental. cruises. 


The ‘Yellowknife establishment 
will be’small, reaching a strength of 
only 35 over the next year and a 
half. But there will be a new air 
detachment of the Maritime Com- 
mand at Frobisher, which will 
conduct regular surveillance-of the 
vast area of Canadian islands in the 
Arctic and perform other opera- 
tional exercises. 


These developments are to be 
considered only as_ preliminary 
arrangements, since there can be no 
doubt that the Far North is in for a 
rapid development. That is all the 
more reason why Canada should 
show-its sovereignty over the area 
by a continuing demonstration of 
military and police authority, along 
with civilian occupancy wherever 
possible. There is no better support 

for a claim to sovereignty than a 
physical presence: in the area 
concerned, :

But the 100-mile “purity area” 
in the Arctic, within which Canada 
will require shipping to conform to 
certain standards of safety as 
regards pollution, and call for heavy 
penalties where these provisions are 
disregarded, breaks new diplomatic 
ground. As Mr. Trudeau says: “It is 
our view that at the present time 
there is no customary law 
applicable to navigation in Arctic 
seas, and that we cannot wait for a 
disaster to prompt us to-act. We 
need law now to protect coastal 
states from the excesses_of shipping 
states ... The Canadian action is an 
assertion of the importance of the 
environment, of the sanctity of ‘life 
on this planet, of the need for the 
recognition ‘of a principle of clean 
seas...” 

Mr.°Trudeau likens the need for 
“clean seas”. under today’s condi- 
tions as a parallel to the concept of 
“free seas’ which prevailed in.“the 
world of yesterday.” United States 
protests against Canada’s action 
will inevitably find themselves 
aligned against the principle of 
pollution control. And while this 
may eventually become a world-~ 


wide, internationally organized 


policing measure, at the moment 
the concept does not exist in 
international law. The only practical 
way_at the moment in which.to try 
to prevent the tragedy of irrever- 
sible damage in the Arctic: is 


through unilateral action such as. 


Canada has taken. 

This is new law, new action to 
meet a new problem, and the 
Canadian public—as Mayor Court- 
ney Haddock urges—should unite 
behind its federal government to 
give it unmistakable national sup- 
step. It falls 
short of an assertion of outright 
sovereignty over the waters of the 
Arctic archipelago, which Canada 
should also support, but it is a vital, 
step. which should do much to 
cement that wider claim in the near 
future. 


The Shrinking Canadian Dollar 


[Ast YEAR’S OFFICIAL ESTI- 
mate of a 9.3 per cent growth 
in the Gross National Product is 
little more than half true because it 
is measured by a Canadian dollar 
which is shrinking in value fr’ 
year to year. The real value of the 
dollar in terms of what it will buy, 
according to the Financial Times, 
shrank by four per cent in 1968 and 
another 4.2 per cent in 1969. 
Measured. against a stable standard, 
the nation’s output in both 1968 and 
1969 in real growth was about 4.8 
per cent per annum.

Gerald Ford of Michigan, 
asking: ‘‘What about Justice Douglas? 

The Vice-President has said on 
television that the question: should at 
least be examined. Ford is leading what 
he calls a ‘broad-based bipartisan 
group”. in the House to study the 
Possibilities of instigating impeachment 
proceedings against Douglas. 

The charge against him is that his 
latest hook, ‘Points of Rebellion’ is said 
to condone or predict or advocate violent 
revolution against an all-powerful Ameri- 
can establishment which is indiffer@Mt to 
the problems of the poor. ;

__Obsessed-by-Dominoes 


This is a natural fear in a foreign office 
obsessed by falling dominoes. But the 
Beaufort Sea is not the Java Sea, Ottawa is 
not Jakarta.

The Ear: Miracle of Evolutionary Engineering 


The snailshell of the inner 
ear would make a good badge 
for anti-noise campaigns like 
CHAOS (Close Heathrow Air- 
port on Sundays). 

The cochlea detects the 
sounds, welcome and unwel- 
come, that we hear. For 
technologists who stop to 
consider it, rather than assail 
it. with yet more pressure 
waves, the cochlea has 
always been profoundly im- 
pressive. 


20,000 Hair Cells - 

Within a coiled tube which, 
if it were straightened out, 
would be little more than an 
inch long, some 20,000 ‘hair 
cells’ instantly sort out all the 
variations in loudness and 
pitch and send the appro- 
priate nerve signals to the 
brain, 


They can do so even if. the 


_™membrane carrying them 


Moves\\no more than a few 
million-millionths of an inch. 
And wheh we identify the 
direction ofa sound, we are 
relying on our two ears to 
register times\.of arrival to 
within a ten-thousandth of a 
second. 

Altogether, the cochlea is a 
little miracle of evolutionary 


engineering. 

Yet a metal tube shaped 
like a large letter C, filled 
with water and held against 


the human ear works. The 
tube, fitted with a membrane 
of decreasing stiffness, repre- 
sents a portion of the cochlea. 

Vibrations fed in at one end 
of the tube are felt only at 
one point of the skin of the 
tummy; change the fre- 
quency, analogously to alter- 
ing the pitch of a heard 
sound, and the felt, vibration 
“moves around the tube to 
another part of the tummy. 

This curious experiment is 
cited by the leading authority 
on ear mechanisms, Georg 
von Bekesy, in the course of 
an argument about the detec- 
tion of pitch. 

Forty years ago, as a young 
post-office telephone engineér 
in Budapest, Von Bekesy was 
moved to investigate the ear. 
He then had to wait a third of 
a century for his discoveries 
to be recognized with a Nobel 
prize, but he continued his 
researches in Budapest, 
Stockholm and Boston. 

Today, in his seventies, Von . 
Bekesy is in Honolulu, still 
groping for a fuller under- 
standing of human hearing, 
and playing with stroboscopes 
and curved metal tubes like 
any young post-doctoral.

But experiments by Von 
Bekesy seemed to rule that 
out, as: a good analogy, 
because the vibration travels 
right along the membrane 
itself. 


Last year, Huxley ventured, 


to revive the resonance 
theory, albeit rather — tenta- 
tively, but Von Bekesy is not 
having it. 

His chief objection is that 
simple resonance is just far 
too slow, in building up and 
dissipating energy. : 

There must be no hesita- 
tion, “no attempt to store 
energy, in| Von Bekesy’s 
opinion. He sees the waves 
travelling steadily down the 
membrane of the cochlea, like 
ripples down a canal, and 
being suppressed at the far 
end. 


But the stiffness. of the 


membrane changes along its 
length, and waves of a given 
pitch achieve a maximum 
vibration at a particular 
point, which is different for 
each frequency perceptible to 
the ear. r; 

The snaildike shape of the 
cochlea seems to be no casual 
whim of evolution; the curva- 
ture may well be a supple 
mentary aid to sharp tuning, 
by changing the direction in 
which the sensitive cells are 
‘stretched. 

This denial of any accumu- 
lation of energy during the 
detection of a sound only 
reinforces the grounds for 
amazement at the sensitivity 
of the ear,

The Auditor-General Fuss 


A fuss in the Commons 
last week broadened into an 
uproar and, almost certainly, 
a major issue which could 
embarrass the Trudeau gov- 
ernment, 

Several cabinet ministers in 
recent weeks have taken cuts 
outside the Commons at the 
activity of the auditor- 
general, The two ministers 
are important figures: Donald 
Macdonald, Government 
House Leader, and Bud 
Drury, president of the 
Treasury Board. 

The issue is not a new one; 
it has flared up before. Once 
back in the 1890s. It has been 
building up in recent years, 
perhaps since 1960 when the 
present auditor-general, Max 
Henderson, succeeded Watson 
Sellar. : 

What is the issue? Whether 
Parliament can _ effectively 
control the methods of spend- 
ing ‘of the government by 
calling the offenders or the 
boobs -on the mat and getting 

“a complete explanation \with- 
out impinging on the preroga- 
tives of the executive, 
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Maxwell Henderson came to 
his task from the CBC where,

and hurt over the fact he was 
not elevated to one of the top 
two or three, posts in the 
corporation. Evidence to sup- 
port this. story was provided 
by the fierce way Mr. Hen- 
derson has gone after the 
CBC year after year.

memories for a long time. 
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In his first year, Mr.

the auditor-general’s report. 

This became’ more and 
more of a box ‘score of 
government refusal to con- 
sider the recommendations. 
He and the committee began 
to dig into Crown corpora- 
tions. 

The committee has sup 
ported him year after year in 


his view that he needs a freer - 


hand in manning his estab- 
lishment and in issuing de- 
tailed yeports to the various 
departments and agencies in 
order to improve their inter- 
nal accounting practices and 
to give “suggestions regard- 
ing ... savings that, might be 
achieved.”

Free-for-All 
Developing 
Over Oil 


By DAN MORGAN 

VIENNA (WP) — A free- 
for-all over the pattern of oil . 
and natural gas supplies for 
years to come is under way in 
East and West Europe, from 
the North Sea to the tip of the 
Adriatic. 

Though the race for 
markets and new suppliers is 
still in progress, some general 
conclusions are already being 
drawn from the manoetivring. 

In the energy field, the 
Soviet Union is assured of 
scoring its first really major 
economic penetration of 
Western Europe. Soviet plan- 
ners have announced their 
intention to continue oil ex- 
ports to the West at present 
levels despite extraction and 
transport difficulties con- 
nected with the new finds in 
western Siberia. 

And huge cts for 
supplying natural gas to Italy, 
Austria and West Germany 
have already been signed, to 
the dismay of Western com- 
petitors.

During the months in which 
this column has continually 
urged some sort of subsidized 
“ in t ermedi- 
ate care for 
those people 
in private 
h os p itals, 


ing their 
life, savings 
rapidly de- 
pleted to 
welfare 
level, I've 
acquired a 
file of letters and scribbled 
notes that in most instances, 
are shocking in their contents. 

A few, of. course, take me 
to task for being so naive as 
to believe privaté’ business 
can run without profit. 

As it happens I. don’t 
believe private hospitals run 
without making a ~ profit. 
That's why I think there is 
need for the intermediate 
care program. 

In thte Greater Victoria 
area we have , hundreds of 
senior citizens which makes it 
a fertile field for private 
hospitals. It -also- opens the 
door to high fees and a 
minimum of care. 

Let me_ substantiate this 
statement with parts of a, 
letter I received recently 
from a well-known woman in 
this city who attends to the 
business. affairs of a long-time 
friend. 

The friend in question was 
admitted to a private ‘hospital 
in 1968-69. She required a 
private room because’ she is 
asthmatic, has fits of cough- 
ing and when she suffers an 
attack, an adrenlin injection 
is required. 

In September, 1969, the 
hospital charge went up to 
$18.50 a day although no extra 
nursing care was required. 

At that time another 
private hospital was con- 
tacted and the person who 
wrote this letter was able to 
obtain a, private room for her. 
friend at $420 a month. She 
asked, at the time, if that fee 
was likely to be increased in 
the near future and was told 
not as far as was known, as it 
had recently been increased.

In January, 1970, notice was 
received announcing that in 
February the charge would be 
$17.50.a day. Then on April 2, 
a further notice came which 
read in “part “commencing 
May 4, 1970):the daily accom- 
modation charge for the 
above patient will be $18.50.” 
Reason given was “as per 
new legislation on ‘for staff 
wage increases. 

This is an increase of $153.a 
month, the letter informs me, 
making a total of $6,752.50 a 
year. On top of this there is 
between $20 and $30 a month 
for drugs for this patient.

In another letter in my file 
a Victoria man writes “my 
mother was unfortunate 
enough to be forced to stay

“She told me that the food 
was never served hot, but 
tepid; the food was badly 


cooked and of poor quality; 


and if any patient needed 
attention, they were lucky to 
be given the attention for 
which they rung their bell, in 
less than about 45 minutes 
after ringing. 

“This I find inexcusable and 
very frightening; the obvious 
reason is that the poor old 
people in these private hospi- 
tals are deliberately being 
exploited ruthlessly in the 
interests of big business — 
and the government is doing 
nothing about it.” 

Then this man ends with a 
thought-provoking statement: 
“Tf human dignity means 
anything at all, I submit that 
an. elderly person deserves a 
room to himself, herself, 
adequate and _  well-cooked 
food, and adequate attention 
at all times when this is 
needed: 

“Surely there are -not 
excessive demands, when one 
considers that the old people 


have contributed their share | 


to life and the world during 
their (active) lifetimes. 

In, the two cases I have 
presented, the patients: have 
someone outside the private 
hospital to fight for them. But 
think of the many who are 
without family or interested 
friends. The handicavped with 
some form of retardation or 
mental illness and incapable 
of attending to even simple 
needs. 

Then try to tell me there is 
no need of care for the 
elderly that doesnot depend 


on the whims of private 
ownership. I- won't believe 
you!

COBBLE HILL—Jim and 
Arlene Ward have no children 
but that hasn’t stopped them 
from keeping their five- 
bedroom house full of kids. 

The “‘kids” ‘are living with 
the Wards ‘in a “group 
experfence” in co-operation 
with the social welfare de- 
partment and the provincial 
probation service. 

Leward Training Program 
(the Leeward part comes 
from a combination of both 
their names plus connotations 
of “port in a storm” and ‘‘out 


of the wind’) began in 
August, 1969. 
It deals with alientated 


youngsters, “‘lost’’ teen-agers 
seeking answers to their 
problem of self-identity. 

The young residents at the 
12-acre Ward property are 
here because they’ve dropped 
out, run away, been caught 
with drugs or have been 
involved with various forms 
of misdemeanors which result 
in brushes with the law. 

“Tot this group, fantasy is 
preferable to reality, possibly 
because it appears to be safer | 
and ‘more. pleasant,” Ward 
said in an interview. ‘Peace, 
love and happiness is all.’ 

How did these dropped-out, 
turned-off, troubled youn g- 
sters get that way? 

“A guéss would be -that 
their natural feelings to be 
real and honest and to work 
with their feelings in their 
relationships,’ especially: with 
parents, teachers and. other 
adults, have met. rejection. 


“They. learn to deal with 
their feelings on, an intel- 
lectual level only, They see 
rejection of their attitudes 
and ideas and aspirations as 
essentially rejection of self.” | 

Each “family member” at 
Leeward. is. encouraged to 
look at his. own attitudes, 
values and performances and 
to test new ways of viewing 
himself and relating to others, | 
and. then to decide what | 
changes he wishes to make. | 

Impressed upon each mem- | 
ber is the fact that what he 
gets out of the experience is 
exactly. what he is. prepared 
to invest. in_it, 

Before, starting the program 
the Wards discussed it with 
represenatatives of local, 
educational, social work, 
medical .and probation ser- 
vices; all of who suggested 
there was an urgent need. 
They learned there was no 
such program for the 15 to 19 


age group and ‘we were 
appalled at the extent of the 
problem.” 


For Jim, Leeward was a 
continuation of work in which 
he has been involved for most 
of his life. Except for five 
years, during which he-edited 
a weekly newspaper on ‘Salt 
Spring Island, he has almost 
always worked with persons 
with.emotional problems.

Teresa was born to-middle- 
class parents in 1515 in the 
walled city of Avila, ‘50 miles 
west of Madrid.

During her life of 67 years, 
Henry VII ‘ran England on 
the whim of his lust, Pizarro 
killed and plundered in Peru, 
Luther nailed his gripes on a 
church ‘door, El Greco 

over Toledo and Cal- 
vin concocted his theory of 
total’ depravity. As if this 
weren't enough, Spain hosted 
the inquisition, a period of 
death and torture that cath- 
olicism has never lived down. 

At 20, Teresa éntered the 
Carmelites, a contemplative 
order named after Mt. Car- 
mel in Palestine, where the 
prophet Elijah disappeared 
into” heaven. That Teresa 
enjoyed a youth of gaiéty and 
romance is shown in her 
remark to a young man at a 
banquet who couldn't take his 
eyes off her pretty feet in 
dancing slippers: “Have a

Two Roosevelts have been 
presidents of the U.S. and, as 
far ag Canada is concerned, 
one was a good guy and the 
other was a bad guy. 

Theodore Roosevelt, who 
was president from 1904-1908, 
was the bad guy. His daugh- 
ter said that he expected to 
be the bridegroom at every’ 
wedding and the corpse at 
every’ funeral. It was Theo- 
dore who said that the Alaska 
boundary must be drawn the 
way the U.S. wanted or he 
would send in troops. Britain 
would have been obliged to 
send troops, and sided with 
the U.S. Britain was nego- 
tiating foreign affairs for 
Canada in those days. a 

Strangely enough Theodore 
Roosevelt took part in a war 
joan drive in-Hamilton, 
Ontario, in 1917, and was 
given the type of reception 
usually reserved for royalty. 
He was colorful and raised 
$100,000. 

Franklin D, Roosevelt, who 
was president of the US. 
from 1932-1945, was the ‘good 
guy. He took a great interest 
in Canada, having been 
governor of the state of New 
York, and = he also had a 
summer home on Campobello 
Island, New Brunswick, which 
is now an international park. 

In 1940, shortly after the 
outbreak of the Second World 
War when the U.S. " was 
neutral, Frankliti ‘Roosevelt 
invited Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King to meet him in 
his private railway car at 
Ogdensburg, N.Y. There he 
suggested a joint defence 
agreement that was of great 
value at a most critical time. 
The agreement itself- was 
scribbled ‘on. the back of an 
envelope. : 


FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Agreement Scribbled 
On Back of Envelope 


On April 20, 1941, Franklin 
Roosevelt again helped 
Canada through a very rough 
period. With Britain under 
heavy bombardment and 
threatened by a possible 
German invasion, it was 
necessary for Canada to 
supply huge quantities of 
equipment, and expand war 
production. Roosevelt invited 
Mackenzie King to meet him 
at his home in Hyde Park, 
N.Y., and they worked out an 
agreement in a few hours 
that saved Canada from 
bankruptcy. It was known as 
the Hyde Park agreement and 
Roosevelt signed it “Done by 
Mackenzie and F.D.R. on a 
grand Sunday in April.”

Four of the crew of the 
ferry and the captain and 
seven crew members of the 
seniner Enterprise are miss- 
ing. 

The 10,000-ton ferry began 
taking on water after position- 
ing herself to attempt to pick 
up either survivors or bodies 
from the fishing craft, the 
Enterprise. 

No clear explanation for the 
ships’ sinking was im- 
mediately available, but 
waterfront sources here said 
the storm was one of the 
worst of the season. Winds up 
to 70 miles an hour, high seas 
and blinding snow were re- 
ported in the afea 

The __ Patrick. .Morris 
carrying a crew of 51. 
carried no passengers. 
Forty-seven of the ferry’s 
crew were missing. Names 
picked up by the German bulk- 
carrier, Rhine Ore. They were 
to be taken to Port Cartier, 
Que., the Rhine Ore’s desti- 
nation. The trip was expected 
to take two days. 

The CNR said four of the 
crew’ were missing. names 
were withheld.

City manager Dennis 
Young, who gave the go- 
‘ahead for Saturday’s per- 
formance, estimates that at 
the peak less than 100 pro- 
testers were on hand. 

Members of the press put 
the crowd as a slim “Slightly 
more than 50.” 

And the 50 didn’t like the 
steady rain. 


They wanted to protest, but 
preferably in the dry of 
Centennial Square’s store - 
front arcade. 

That proved too much for 
G. S. Voorsluys of the Cheese 
Cellar. 

He didn’t want the pro- 
testers in the square at all. 
And three city © policemen 
called to the scene certainly 
didn’t want them under the 
dry. arcade. 

The verbal confrontation 
between police and protesters 
was. brief, but loud. 

The protesters were in- 
sulting, the police stubborn. 

Eventually the protest 
moved out into the rain with 


damp actors staging their 
guerrilla theatre, a show 
which raised more smiles 


from the soggy audience than 
pangs of conscience. 

This morning Voorsluys ear- 
city hall demanding a mini- 
mum of $100 in compensatjon 
for business lost during the 
moratorium effort. 

City manager Young had 
little comment on the con- 
frontation. 


“I gave permission for the 
gathering,” he said. “I have

12 Feared Lost 
As Ships Go Down 


Ferry, Seiner 
Sink i in Storm 


NORTH SYDNEY, N.S. (CP) 


— Twelve men 


were feared lost in the sinking of two ships in the 
storm-tossed Cabot Strait off Cape Breton today. 


The CNR ferry Patrick 
Morris, which had sailed 
ahead of schedule in ‘an 
attempt to find survivors 
from a sunken fishing vessel, 
later went down herself. 

Four of the crew of the 
ferry and the captain and 
seven crew members of the 
seiner Enterprise are miss- 


ing. 

The 10,000-ton ferry began 
taking on water after position- 
ing herself to attempt to pick 
up either survivors or bodies 
from the fishing craft, the 
Enterprise. 

No clear explanation.for the 
ships’ sinking was im- 
mediately available, but 
waterfront sources here. said 
the ‘storm was one. of the 
worst of the season. Winds up 
to 70 miles an hour, high seas 
and blinding snow were re- 
ported in the area. 

The Patrick Morris was 
carrying a crew of 51. She 
carried no passengers. 

Forty-seven of the ferry’s 
crew, ali in good health, were 
picked up by the German bulk- 
carrier Rhine Ore. They were 
to be taken to Port Cartier, 
Que., the Rhine Ore’s desti- 
nation. The trip was expected 
to take two days. 

The CNR said four of the 
crew were missing. Names 
were withheld. 

Whereabouts. of Capt. 
Rolland Penney, 54-year-old 
skipper of the Patrick Morris, 
was not immediately known. 
CALL FOR HELP 

The tragedy began to unfold 
late Sunday when the 100-foot 
N ewfoundland-based _ herring 
seiner Enterprise got - into 
trouble in the high seas about 
10 miles off the northern tip 
of Cape Breton. Her calls for 
help sent several ships to the 
area. 

The Patrick Morris, due to 
sail early -today for Port aux 


Basques,..-N-f-Ld:, .~requested == 


permission to sail early to 
join the reseue effort, which 
continued throughout the 
night. 

Preliminary reports here 
indicated the Morris had 
sighted a man’s. body, pre- 
sumably .a victim of the 
Enterprise sinking, and was 
attempting to recover it when 
a heavy sea struck her stern. 
The ship's stern gates, it was 
said, had been opened to 
recover the body. 

Ships in the- area reported 
high winds hampering the 
search, making any adjust- 
ment in course difficult. 

The CNR ferry Ambrose 
Shea headed in here with an 
injured stewardess. Birdie 
Cole suffered a severe head 
cut when she fell aboard ship. 

The Ambrose Shea would 
return to the search as soon 
as the stewardess was landed, 
a CN spokesman said.

WASHINGTON (Reuters) — 
The. disclosure, after six 
years of sécrecy, that former 
president Johnson launched 
an air war in Laos_in 1964 
which reached.a peak of 500 
raids a day appears certain to 
touch off,a new dispute in 
Congress over U.S, military 
involvements , overseas.

By Ore Ship 


NORTH SYDNEY, N.S. (CP)—Eight fishermen 
and four officers of the CNR ferry service were lost 
today in the sinking of their ships in a wild Cabot 
Strait storm. Forty-seven others were rescued. 


The 10,000-ton ferry Patrick Morris, 


with a 


replacement value of $10,000,000, sank after getting 
into difficulty while trying to rescue some of the 
eight-man crew of the Newfoundland- based herring 


seiner Enterprise. 


Captain Roland Penney of 
the Patrick. Morris and three 
of his officers died. 


Captain Penney, 54-year-old 
veteran of the Newfoundland 
ferry service, was granted 
permission to take the Pat- 
rick Morris out of here ahead 
of schedule late Sunday after 
the Enterprise sent distress 
messages from a point about 
10 miles off the northern tip 
of Cape Breton.. 

Although the night's. events 
remained clouded, the Morris 
apparently spotted bodies or 
survivors from the Enterprise 
and attempted to take them 
aboard. With the winds reach- 
ing 70 miles an hour, the 
Morris took a big sea through 
her stern doors and 35 
minutes after sending an SOS 
she went down. 


NO PASSENGERS ABOARD 


Seamen along” the water-

The 2,200-ton Caribou was 
struck near the end of her 
overnight run from here to 
Port aux Basques, Nfld., by a 
submarine which surfaced 
and watched the ferry’s sur- 
vivors struggle in the water.

Embassy during an anti-war

Judge Thomas Swabey had 
the group forcibly removed 
from the courtroom when the 
demonstrators, 15 men and 
one woman, refused to 
answer to the charges and 
shouted at police and court 
officials.
